1. In early February 1953 the Chinese Communist Revolutionary Military Council 
(RMC) authorized a three -year program for the construction and repair of 
permanent barracks in order to meet the expanded requirements of the 
national defense army. During 1953 the RMC planned to construct and 
repair a total of 120 permanent barracks, 1 including barracks whose 
construction began in 1952 * The 1953 program was expected to cost JMP 
150 billion in providing housing for 500,000 field army troops.
